August 31st 

The train travelling between 
Montreal and Valcartier nearly 
met with a serious accident on 
account of a rail being torn 
out of thetrack. The military 
authorities are inquiring into 
the matter. 

The Germans are advancing 
with the intention of breaking 
through the line of the allied 
forces, 

A large force of British troops 
are reported to have landed 
today at Antwerp with the in- 
tention of striking at the 
enemy. 

Precautions are being taken 
at Paris by the French against 
a possible invasion of the city 
by the Germans. The Govern- 
ment is considering shifting the 
ev pital to Bordeaux, so it is es- 
timated there are three Ger- 
mans to one of the allied forces 
on the French frontier. The 
latter are now in a strong posi- 


tion. They hold a. line 125 
miles long stretching from 


Amines to Menzies. 

It 18 reported from Paris that 
if Turkey declares war aguinst 
Greece Italy will declare war 
against Turkey. 

Heavy firing was heard at 
Dover today, which would in- 
dicate that another big naval 
battle is in progress. 

The Russians are etill advan- 
cing from the east. There is 
no‘news, however, of particular 
importance coming from St. 
Petersburg. 


The German cruiser “ Mainz” 
and another of the “Koln” 
class, and a third, name un- 
known, as well as two destroy- 
ers, have been destroyed by the 
British navy in the Bight of 
Heligoland. 

The Belgian army is forcing 
the German army back upon 
Brussels.

number of cases of diphtheria, ncw 
about 100,000 arnually in Germany 
alone and estimated at about 3,000,- 
000 a year altogether. 

In twenty years, he says, with this 
preventztive system enforced, there 
will be only sporadic cases of gen- 
uine diphtheria.

A Far-Seeing Scot Has Solved ‘the 
Problem by Giving His Sons and 
Daughterc a Block of Shares in a 
Real Joint Stock. Company. 

A canny Scot has solved the old 


rade With the Ur.ited Kingdom and 
With the United States Shows an 


Problem of how to keep the boy on 
the farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters inty a corpofation and 
dividing the stock of his 1,800-acre 
farm among them, as though it were 
a ried business, & factory, store or 
mill. 

The father, John McCallum. was 
elected president of the farm cor- 
poration by the vote of all the stock- 
holders, tne eldest son general man- 
ager,“and anoti.ier son secretary and 
treasurer. \ 

One son was made superintendent 
of the .og department, all full blocd- 
ed stock. Another boy was chosen 
to care for tho horses. Between two 
other sons che cattle and sheep were 
divided. \The girls were placed in 
charge of) the dome. Hach child was 
made superinte.dent of some divi- 
sion of the 7arm work and given su- 
preme authcrity in his or her de- 
partment. 

“I thought the matter over for @ 
long time,” said “he far-seeing Scot, 
teliing of his plans. “Then I finally 
drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans’ I suggested we call 
the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from the name of the island in Scot- 
land where I was born. He ineccr- 
porated the farm with a paid up capi- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm and stock. I had a stock book 
printed and filed regulararticles of in- 
corporation. 

“A few days later I called the child- 
ren into the purlor one morning af- 
te: breakfast and told’ them to be 
ready for a surp.ise. There were five 
sous and four daughters. I had cap- 
italized the farm at $100,000 and di- 
vided ihe stock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling interest. 
Then I presented each child witn a 
biock of, stock. The plan I had out- 
lined was for them to keep at work, 
buy some of uf, stock each year. 80 
that by the time I die they will have 
purchased all of my stock and wil: 
have absglite control of the farm.” 

The children were enthusiastic over 
the idea. ' gave them an interest in 
tle work o: the 1,800 acres that they 
hed never had before and before tne 
first week was cver each one the 
board of directors was doing fils best 
to stop .he leaks that beset any large 
corporation. 

The directors Lold daily meetings 
around tke family breakfast table, 
where the werk of the day is qappor- 
tioned, while ..nnual meetings of the 
stockholde*s are .eld, as required by 
law, and the formalities of buginess 
procedure are duly observed. 

What hus been the result of the 
experiment? Of the nine children 
eight have stayed by the farm, one 
deserting ‘t to become a lawyer. Nor 
have the eight stayed against their 
will, or because they did not knew, 
by experieuce, the. lure of the city. 
Five of the ch.ldrey have been away 
to college. hav-~gompleted  thcir 
courses aid tien hurried back home 
to stay by the old farm, iu which 
they are directuis. Two of the girls 
are now :t college, drawing divid- 
ends from the farm corporation ard 
planning to return home the minvte 
they have won the coveted degree. 

In only ote important particular 
does the McCallum corporation differ 
from the usuel cne The cleckbcok 
is a decided innovation. Mr. McC«l- 
lum had a special set of checks print- 
ed. Bach year a certain: percentage 
of the surplus is set aside. Each di- 
recisr May write a check on this su-- 
plus fund eudorred on the check 
what the money is for and cash it 
without asking the permission of any 
other director. 

Only once has there been a very 
decided difference of opinion among 
the directors. Last year there was a 
big surplus. The nine children direc- 
tors proposed to Luy an automobile; 
the presid2ut vf tie corporation was 
not favorgble. The nine outvoted che 
one andthe automobile was duly 
bought. Mr. McCallum chuckles over 
it now; pe"haps he opposed the idea 
On purpose just ‘o see what would 
happen. Who knows? 

“l’ll have to admit I've made it so 
all-fired interesting for the kids they 
haven’t wanted to leave the farm,” 
siys Mr. McCallum, “except that one 
boy—and he wes cut out for a law- 
yer from the start, ! guess.”

A few great humble 
sculg (perhaps but one) have lived 
there; and this accounts for it. Per- 
haps they have cheerfully broken 
most of the laws of pedagogy and 
have never dreamed of it! The sheer 
force of character has succeeded in 
spite of it. i 

With these corcessions, I shall not 
be misjudged if mention some of tao 
faults often found in country com- 
munities, “nich seriously hamper a 
thoroughly effectivs development of re- 
ligious education.

The total trade in merchandise for the 
year was $1,073,766,098, an increase cf 
$26,697,554 over the preceding fiscal 
year. Imports tutailed $618,328,874, 
@ decrease of $51,671,315, while ex- 
ports totalled »445,437,224, an increase 
of $78,368,869. / 

The net increase in trade for the 
year was duc to the big gain in ex- 
ports of’ agricultural products, ani- 
mal produce and manufactured pro- 
ducts, particularly during the aut- 
umn months. Since then there has 
been a considerable falling off beth 
in imports and exports. The total ex- 
ports of agriciltural products for the 
year was $198,220,029, an increase 
of $48,074,468, or nearly thirty per 
cent. Exports of animal produce to- 
talled $53,349,119, an increase of $8,- 
564,526, and exports of manufactures 
totalled $57,443,452,~an -increase of 
$13,750,644. 

Trade with the United Kingdom 
showed a net increase of $37,634,098. 
Trade with the United States showed 
a net increase of nearly there mil- 
lions. With the British West Indies, 
including Bermuda, despite the recent 
reciprocal trade agreement, there was 
a net falling off iu trade of $1,620,283. 
From nearly every oommunity imports 
decreased, ~vhile to every country ex- 
cept the Argentine Republic exports 
increased. From the United Kingdum 
Canada took last year imports valucd 
at $131,942,769, or $6,706,666 less than 
the preceding year. Canadian exports 
to the United Kingdom totalled $222,- 
422,766, a gain of $44,440,764. 

Imports from the United States last 
year totalled $410,786,091, a decrease 
of $30,369,764. Exports to the United 
States totalled $200,459,373, a gain of 
$33,348,991.

On 
the east slepe of the Rocky Mountains 
Over 20,896 square miles of non-agri- 
cultural land have keen thus reserved, 
for the double purpose of regulating 
tLe run-off and of providing a per- 
petual supply of timber to meet. the 
ever increas.ng «eeds of the prair’e 
settlers. In the -ailway belt in B-it- 
ish Columbia smaller reserves have 
also been set aside, chiefly for the par- 
pose of maintain’sg a steady flow in 
the streams on wtich the fruit-growing 
industry is absolutely dependent, 

After a struggle which lasted for 
ever ten years, the friends of cc nserva- 
tion in the United States succeeded ‘n 
passing the Weeks Bill on March 1,} 
1911, for the acquisition of lands tor 
the purpose of conserving the navigab- 
ility of navigable rivers, by maintain- 
iug on these acquired watersheds a 
perpetual growth of forest which 
would preserve the regularity of the 
stream flow, thus aiding navigation | 
and water power development, and’ 
would also prevent soil erocion and 
the resultant filing up of the streains 
with sediment. bite 

The pill was fought bitterly by in- 
terests, who atiempted to prove that 
forests do not restrain floods or regu- 
late stream flow, but their arguments 
were totally disproved in the huuse of 
representatives.

Important Cnange in Cold Storage Act 

An order-in-counci! has beer passed 
adding several imoprtant new sections 
to the Dominion vold Storage act. It 
is provided tie owners and managers 
of cold sturage warehouses shall: 

(a) Give the public the preference 
in the use of the refrigerated space_in 
such warehouses It shall be deemed 
to be’a violution of the regulations 
if the owner of the warehouse refuses 
to receive govds from the public at 
the approved race for storage on the 
ground of lack 2% space, when any 
part of the syace ic occupied by yg 0ds 
which are the rrorerty of the own- 
ers of the warehouses. 

(b) Shall nut contract or agree to 
give all the va:rigerated space to one 
or more firms to -he exclusion of the 
general public: 

“Owners or managers of cold sior- 
age warehouses With whom contracts 
have been entered into for the pay- 
ment of subsidies under the Cold 
Storage act, and who receive fish for 
storage, skuil accept herring at tke 
usual rate, and, if delivered in the 
usual manner irrespective as to 
whether sai. herrirg are to be used 
for food o for bait. 

“Every person who violates any of 
these regulations shell for every such 
offence incus a peralty not exceeding 
$50." 

The new regulations come into force 
at once.

Effect of Waves 

In his recent lecture before tle 
Royal Institute at London, on modern 
ships, Sir John Lyle drew attention 
to the fart that, when the waves ure 
one-half the length of the ship and 
one-twentieth of the length in height 
the stress upon ne ship itself was 
very little increased above tiat in 
smooth” water But when the waves 
are of the sa‘ne length as the snip 
or cne and one-half times in length 
the stresses are considerably higher 
than when the ship is in smocth 
water. Hence ir view of the tact 
that Waves ar- seldom over 600 feet 
long, the maximum bending momeuts 
which come upon a ship 900 feet lung 
such as the Aquitania are much less 
than those which come upon one 500 
feet in length.

Government Has Issued Circular to 
Ccrrect Misunderstandings 

As considerable misunderstandings 
have arisen as to the \new Naturatiza- 
tion act, the state department is fssu- 
ing a special circuler on the subject 
directing attention to the fact that 
the new law is nwt now in effect, but 
will be only On January,1 next, while 
with respect to the people living there 
at present and up to the first of the 
year the old law will apply for three 
years yet. 

Heretofore naturalization was grant- 
ed in court by judges. Under the new 
law the judges wil! certify as to the 
eviderce of qualifications while the 
certificate wiil be issued by the secre- 
tary of state.

Upon no account, he said, shoud 
they be locked up in a safe or oiler 
dark place for lengthy periods, since 
such treatment soon causes them to 
lose their “life” and become dull. 

If their fair owners find that for 
some reason or vther they canrot 
Wear them outside their zarmen‘s 
they should make a point of wearing 
them underneath their dress next to 
the skin. Constant contact with ive 
human skin gives to the stones light, 
lustre, glose and sheen: The best pos- 
sible way to keep pearls in a perfect 
state of ,reservation as well as to 
Prolong their life, is to wear them ak 
ways, both day and night. 


FIGHT UPON OPIUM IN CHINA 


Manchuria and Eleven Provinces Now 
Declared Free From |mportation 
of Indian Drug 

Manchuria aad eleven of the eigh- 
teen provinces furming China proper 
are declared to be free of opium, and 
the British gcvernment, satisfied «hat 
this declaration is correct, has agreed 
that, accurding to a previous arrange- 
ment, no Indian opium hereafter shall 
be permitted to enter these provinces. 
The Chinese government has sent in- 
structions to the government of the 
remaining provinces in the republic to 
put down the use of opium and pro- 
hibit the cultivation of the poppy be 
fore the end of the year. 

The success of the anti-opium cam- 
paign jn China is conspicuous consid- 
ering the governmert’s inability or 
lack of serious effort to terminate bri- 
gandage and other evils. 


May Abandon Antarctic Trip 

The Stackhouse Antarctic expedi- 
tion which wus scheduled to gail uext 
DecemLer may be abandoned for the 
time being, those in charge having 
practically decided to begin an ocean- 
ographical survey, including the map 
Ping of the new route made necessary 
by the opening of the Panama Can- 
al. This wou'ld involve -a voyage of 
150,000 miles, and the work would 
require neavly five years to com 
plete. 
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
